Specification 

Acknowledgment is made that the applicant's correction by way of inserting a 
brief description of the drawings within the application is accepted. After further review 
of the application no further issues regarding the specification are found and thus the 
specification in its entirety is accepted at this time. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 35 and 38-42 are allowable over the prior art because the present 
invention pertains to an integrated circuit comprising: a substrate, pads, functional 
circuits, output buffer circuitry, test access port circuitry, scan cells, and specifically 
scannable switch circuitry selectively connecting a buffer lead to a test lead, the 
scannable switch circuitry includes: a multiplexer, which had an output connected to the 
input of a capture-shift memory, which has an output connected to the input of an 
update memory, which has an output connected to a switch, the switch being connected 
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in series between a buffer lead and a test lead, the multiplexer having an input 
connected to the test data input lead and the output of the update memory being 
connected to a test data output lead, there being one scannable switch circuitry 
selectively connecting one buffer lead to one test lead which is not found, taught, or 
suggested in the prior art of record.
